The revolution was checked and confused by it; the 
faithiul people, who impatjently suffered ite tyrannical 
yoke, began to be agitated, and everything presaged the 
triumphant return of the legitimate King to the capital, 
when another Sovereign, perjured and disloyal at the 
head of a powerful army, suddenly invaded the states 
ot the King, in order to show to the whole of Europe 
that the revolution was his work, and that he would 
not lose the shame/ul fruit of it. 

It was then necessary for our Sovereign to renounce 
the first idea of war, and to confine himself only to the 
defensive, not being able, with a small army alread 
tatigued by privatioos and sufferings, to march forward, 
leaving a strong and disciplined army ready to attack 
it in ite rear, 

A series of stra retreats, during which the 
Piedmontese army could not gain one decisive victory, 
was then undertaken, and the royal troops found them 
selves compelled, part to cross the Pontifical frontiers, 
and the remainder to strengthen themselves under the 
walls of Gaeta, 

At the moment I now write there only remains to the 
King the fortress of Gaeta and that of Messina, the last 
bulwarks of the autonomy of this kingdom, formerly so 
powerful and so fine, of the Two Sicilies.

PROPOSED CESSION UF VENETIA. 
Diplomacy, we rejuice to state, has now offered to it 
a last ani momentous opportunity to avert the catas- 
trophe o! war which impends over Europe. The Aus- 
trian Government is wiliing to cede Venetia to the now 
United Kingdom of Italy. It appears, as we conjectured 
a fortnight ago, that the trausier of the province by 
actual purchase is an idea which cannot be entertained. 
The Austrian Government, we understand, considers 
that ite honour would be tarnished by consenting to 
huckester on such a a question. Aad even if the case 
were otherwise, we believe it would be impossible for 
the Sardinian Government to raise money suificient 
for the purchase of A province so valuable, 
alike in a military and polit point ‘of view. The 
plan at present mooted is for Austria to cede Venetia 
to the Italians, and receive in ex a por ion of 
the territory on the Lower Danube which is at present 
under the nominal suzerainty of the Porte, but the po- 
pulation of which evince as strong a repugnance to the 
Ottoman rule as the Venetians do to the sway of Aus 
tria. There are many obstacles to the realisation of this 
project ; for it can only be accomplished with the ge- 
neral consent of Europe. At the same time it must be 
borne in mind that such an arrangement would rid Eu- 
ot her grandest dilemma; and, moreover, the consent 
of Europe must equally be obtaineu fur a military seizure 
of Vemetia—a province which is, and for long has been, a 
recognised portion of the Austrian Empire, aad over

Extract trom a letter trom Colonel Peard to a friend 
in England.

THE APPALLING COLLIERY EXPLOSION I 
SOUTH WALES. 

Risca, Tuvrspay Eypxixe.—Notwithstanding t 
rain which has set in, the people still throng towar 


the Black Veio Pit, and collect there in masses as close 
as the police will permit to the scene of operations, fi 
upwards of fifty human bodies are yet entombe 
among the debris of the explosion, and while they n 
main there their relatives and friends gather to th 
spot in anxious suspense, and refuse to be comforted. 
We stated yesterday that the precise position of a con- 
siderable portion ot these corpses have been ascertained, 
and that by the exertions of Mr, Brough, the Goverg- 
ment inspector, and of Mr. Phiipotts, manager of the 
Risea Coal and Iron Company, and of Mr. Harrisod, 
che head viewer of the mine, the ventilation had 
been so directed as in some degree to carry off the fire} 
damp accumulated at this spot, so as to forbid all acces} 
without danger to life, and that it was hoped that iu th¢ 
course of the night these bodies would be recovered, ang 
conveyed above ground. Unfortunately this hope hag 
not been realised, It has been pretty clearly ascertained 
that the number of bodies lying here was a 
first 15; of these three have becu brought up, ond 
being that of a man named William Kveling| 
another that of a man named isaac Sage, and the 
third that of a boy named William Bevan, about 14 
years of age. The other 12 of these 15 bodies still re- 
main below as we write, but with every prospect of 
being recovered in the course of the night, although so 
great is the accumulation of firedamp in the gatieries 
and stalls, that the work of recovery must necessarily) 
proceed slowly, and cannot but be attended with some’ 
danger to those engaged in ite prosecution. | 

Meanwhile we have to record the death of another 
victim to this end calamity, Out of the 64 person. 
who were brought up from the pit alive on Saturday, | 
most were “njured more or less, aud six seriously so. 0 
these six a poor boy named Sanders, 13 years of age, 
died thie morning, and two others are in so dangerous a 
condition that their ultimate recovery is hardly anti- 


ci pated, 

Mus work of interment proceeds but slowly. The 
coroner and jury yesterday completed their circuit, and 
viewed all the bodies recovered up to that time. The 
number of widows and orphans left by the explosion 
does not appear to be very accurately ascertained at 
present. The widows, however, are not less than from 
30 to 40, and the number of helpless children is proba- 
bly much larger. Most of these are now completely 
destitute, and even the families of many of those em- 
ployed at the pit, and still survive, will suffer consider- 
able priva.ions, unless some means can be adopted for 
the purpose of assisting them until the Black Vein Pit 
shall once more be sale to workin. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is intended to organise a committee, with 
the view of sctting on foot a public subscription in aid 
of the sufferers. while the Rev. William Philips, 
curate of Risca, will be happy to receive any subscrip 
tions that may be forwarded to him, and to apply them 
in the way that may seem most likely to give some 
alleviation to the sorrows and sufferings now prevalent . 
in the neighbourhood.
